Levee Repair underway 


Carter Contracting Services of Andalusia is in the mid- 
dle of a contract to repair the Elba levee. The are working 
under a contract with the Army Corp of Engineers. 

Above Job Foreman Khori Johnson, of Panama City, FL 
is checking a crack in the concrete (along the outside of the 
levee - from top to bottom) that workers are in the process 
of cleaning, packing with special compounds and sealing. 
This is to prevent floodwaters (and rain) from eating 
between the slabs of concrete and compromising the 
levee’s ability to withstand weather extremes. 

The workers first dig out any loose trash, pour the high- 
ly toxic solution into the slots between the slabs of con- 
crete and once this dries, they cover it with a sealer. 

Company officials report the material being used is cost- 
ly but the Corp of Engineers wants it done right. They add 
that this will be as solid in ten years as it is the day it is 
completed.

Alabama legislature wraps 
up a productive session

The Alabama Legislature 
adjourned “sine die” 
Thursday, wrapping up leg- 
islative business for the 
year and this four-year 
term.What had been a rela- 
tively harmonious, drama- 
free session turned a little 
testy toward the end, as 
leaders in the House and 
Senate bickered over pass- 
ing each other’s bills. 
Senators felt like the House 
was taking too long to act 
on Senate legislation. 
House Members thought 
their pace was just fine, 
thank you very much, and 
took umbrage with 
Senators publicly criticiz- 
ing them on the Senate 
floor.That’s when the leg- 
islative gamesmanship 
began. Like two chess play- 
ers clocking out after each 
move, the House and 
Senate spent much of the 
last 24 hours of the session 
taking turns recessing for 
short intervals to wait for 
the other body to catch up 
on its work.In the end, 
cooler heads prevailed and 
the Legislature completed 
its work with four days to 
spare.All the so-called 
“must-pass” bills managed 
to make it through by the 
end. “Must pass” generally 
refers to legislation that, if 
not acted upon, would 
cause a significant problem 
for state government and 
likely require a special ses- 
sion to fix. Bills fitting that 
description this year were 
both the General Fund and 
Education Trust Fund 
budgets; two Medicaid 
provider taxes for nursing 
homes and hospitals, with- 
out which the - state’s 
Medicaid system would 
face a debilitating shortfall; 
and legislation reauthoriz- 
ing the State Pilotage 
Commission, which the 
State Port Authority 
depends ~ on 
ate.There were other high- 
profile bills that passed 
toward the very end as 
well.One of the most- 
watched bills of the session 
was HB317, the Alabama 
Jobs Enhancement Act, 
which seeks to prevent a 
potential pitfall facing state 
economic developers. The 
bill allows certain econom- 
ic development profession- 
als - site selectors for the 
likes of Hyudai and Toyota- 
Mazda, as well as local 
chamber of commerce offi- 
cials - to avoid registering 
as lobbyists to approach the 
Department of Commerce

about a potential project. 
State officials say requiring 
site selectors to register 
with the government and 
disclose their confidential 
clients will spook away 
industrial projects. Critics 
said the bill would create an 
unnecessary loophole in the 
state ethics code. In the 
end, lawmakers passed a 
bill that was significantly 
revised with input from 
public corruption prosecu- 
tors to address concerns 
about maintaining strict 
accountability.Lawmakers 
also. passed a_ revised 
framework for sales and 
use taxes between local 
governments and online 
retailers. Back in 2015, 
Alabama _ created _ the 
Simplified Sellers Use Tax 
program to allow out-of- 
state retailers like Amazon 
to voluntarily remit sales 
taxes, which helps state and 
local governments avoid 
missing out on critical rev- 
enue. However, the law did 
not consider the legal 
implications of an out-of- 
state retailer acquiring busi- 
nesses in state. Amazon 
recently bought Whole 
Foods, which has multiple 
locations in Alabama. 
Republican Sen. Trip 
Pittman and Democratic 
Rep. Rod Scott worked 
with the Alabama 
Department of Revenue, 
the retail industry and 
county and city officials to 
enact a fix that treats busi- 
nesses and local govern- 
ments fairly.Interestingly, 
one of the last bills passed 
in the session was the first 
one introduced. SB1, spon- 
sored by Sen. Jim 
McClendon, closes a loop- 
hole in the state’s drunken 
driving laws. It requires all 
those convicted of DUI to 
use an ignition interlock 
device. Alabama has 
required that since 2015, 
but offenders could avoid 
enforcement, by going

Alabama 811 celebrates National Safe Digging Month 


This April marks the 
tenth annual National Safe 
Digging Month, reminding 
Alabama residents to 
always contact 811 at least 
two working days before 
any digging project. 

National Safe Digging 
Month is formally recog- 
nized by the U.S. House of 
Representatives and Senate 
and has traditionally earned 
the support from nearly 
every state governor across 
the country. Alabama’s 
Governor Kay Ivey has 
signed the proclamation 
noting April as Safe 
Digging Month in 
Alabama. 

Every nine minutes an 
underground utility line is 
damaged because someone 
decided to dig without first 
calling 811. Striking a sin- 
gle line can cause injury, 
repair costs, fines and 
inconvenient outages. 
Every digging project, no 
matter how large or small, 
warrants contacting 
Alabama 811. Installing a 
mailbox, building a deck 
and planting a tree or gar- 
den are all examples of dig- 
ging projects that should 
only begin a minimum of 
two working days after 


contacting 811. 

When calling 811, or 
placing online requests 
through the Web Portal or 
Mobile Application at 
www.al8ll.com, home- 
owners and contractors are 
connected to Alabama 811, 
a free service to the exca- 
vating community, which 
notifies member utility 
companies of their intent to 
dig. Professional locators 
are then sent to the request- 
ed digging site to mark the 
approximate locations of 
member underground lines 
with flags, paint or both. If 
there are utility owners in 
the area of excavation who 
do not participate as a 
member of Alabama 811, 
the excavator is responsible 
for contacting them on an 
individual basis. 

“As April marks the tra- 
ditional start of digging 
season, we are using this 
month to strongly encour- 
age individuals and compa- 
nies to contact 811 before 
they begin and digging

"LOCKED IN FEAR | 
Based on John 20:19-31 


I hope you had a great Easter celebration this past 
Sunday. We traditionally respond to Easter with flowers, 
music, egg hunts, candy and large meals. However, The 
Disciples responded to The Resurrection in fear. This 
Sunday’s Gospel lectionary passage recounts a story of 
Jesus’ followers hiding out in fear for their lives. Jesus 
appears to them (apparently walking through a solid wall) 
encouraging them to live in peace, to live in The Holy 
Spirit and to live lives of forgiveness. 

Even though Jesus was standing right in the midst of all 
of them, Thomas (and probably the others) had a hard time 
believing. The past week had been an overwhelming, emo- 
tional rollercoaster full of highs and lows. I am sure it was 
difficult to know what was real and who could be depend- 
ed on. 

Jesus also tells us to help bring about peace, give for- 
giveness, remain in The Holy Spirit and to BELIEVE!

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AESBL advises homeowners 
to check license of unsolicited 
home security providers 


Among the 50 states, 
Alabama ranked 4th high- 
est in the number of bur- 
glaries—819 per 100,000 
people.* 

As the summer months 
draw near, the Alabama 
Electronic Security Board 
of Licensure (AESBL) 
encourages homeowners 
to make sure their home is 
protected. 

“Tf you’re away on vaca- 
tion, have a neighbor keep 
an eye on your house,” 
said Deborah Speigner, 
compliance auditor for the 
AESBL. “If you'll be gone 
for an extended time, have 
the post office hold your 
mail and the local newspa- 
per suspend delivery dur- 
ing that time.” 

Speigner added that dur- 
ing the warmer months 
with its longer days, resi- 
dents may see an increase 
in the number of home 
security system providers 
canvassing neighbor- 
hoods. She advised home- 
Owners who receive an 
unsolicited visit from 
these providers to ask for a 
valid Alabama license. If 
the provider cannot show 
proof of licensure, a home- 
owner can call the police 
to report unlicensed alarm 
installers soliciting in 
the area. 

Homeowners who want
